While the mob, drunken and infuriated, were 
battering away.with a huge piece of timber at the 
high brick wall which flanks the Hospital grounds on 
the lower side, the sick trom the Women’s Hospital 
were lying in the openair. on the inner side of the 
wall. M Woop and Eqazar, tw o of the controll 
ing spirits of the mob, were appealed to,to prevent the 
demolition of the wall which, in. its fall, would sure- 
ly kill the patients. Bhrough their representatiois 
those outside of the wall were induced to forego their 
previously expressed determination to throw the 
wall down. 

In the coffin-house, far to the rear of the Women’s 
Hospital, there were full 20 or 30 coffins; all of these 
were destroyed. The body of the engineer of the 
Philade.phia, who died of yellow fever just before the 
Hospital was fired, was lying in the building when 
the incendiaries approached it. The sick men 
and’ women, in their night clothes, just arisen, 
weakened with illness and dreadfully - excited, 
were thronging about Dr. Brsemiz on the 
open grounds adjoining the building, crying aloud | 
and beseeching him to save them. “ Wil) they burn 
us?

Affairs at Quarantine Yesterday. 
All day long the ruins of the Quarantine build- 
ings were visited by the curious, many of them from 
New-York ‘and ‘places nearer and more remote, 
The inhabitants of the Island adjacent to the Quaran- 
tine Grounds were loud in their ex of joy 
atthe destruction of the buildings, - boats were 
crowded witrrpeoplé, all talking freely of the one all- 
absorbing topic. ‘Those’ bound for the City were 
heavily freighted with trunks and chests, band-boxes 
and thelr owners, removing apparently “ for good,” 
as the saying is, from the Island. The appeararice of 
the Quarantine Grounds to one approaching the 
Island from New-York, was desolate in the extreme. 
The Quarantine wharfs ‘were still on fire ; the black- 
ened pillars and walls of the Female Hospital and 
the adjoining buildings rising out of the ruins that 
surrounded them, the blue smoke rising over them 
and borne away by the wind from the south-east that 
prevailed all day, the smouldering heaps of ashes 
further back where the dwellings of the 
physicians and the quarters of the laborers 
formerly stood,—the whole scene was in marked 
contrast tothat which was presented there a few 
days ago. Off the Quarantine station some 60 or 70 
vessels, of all classes and sizes, were riding at anchor. 
When our reporter attempted to enter the Quaran- 
tine enclosure, bis progress was at first obstructed by 
one of 15 watchmen placed at each breach in the wall 
to keep persons out. They were there by o-der of 
the Castlefon'Board of Health. The following curi- 
ous poster; with lettering ‘half as large as a man’s 
hand, was pengie eer iterated everywhere in 
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these, twenty were yellow-fever patients, three or 
four were ill with the small pox, and four or five were 
afflicted with the ship fever. Drs. Bissti and Wat- 
azz had charge of them, and were zealously admtnis- 
tering to their want. Neither of these gentlemen 
had slept much, if at all, during the presediog forty- 
eight hours, and the care with which they still at- 
tended those under their charge was highly creditable 
tothem. The exposure to the clear, dry air, the 
Doctors sald, was rather beneficial than otherwise to 
most of their patients, and they were generally im- 
proving in consequence of it, but those on board the 
Cinderella were in that early stage of the yellow fever 
in which draughts of air were not by any means ben- 

eficial to them, and what would be done with them 
they did not know. 

The Castleton Board of Health had recommended 
that the patients be removed to an old barn adjacent» 
but the physicians thought that their incarceration in 
it would be certain death to some of their patients, 
and the latter begged that they might’ be permitted to 
remain where they were rather than’go there. None 
of the patients were in a dying condition. 

The scene was altogether one which a member of 
this community might wel} blush to witness. Per- 
sons afflicted with maladies of a dangerous character, 
were here houseless. and unsheltered, and without 
even the common utensils for cooking their food, and 
that in the midst.of a community which: is called 
“ civilized !”. The patients were living on bread and 
cold victuals. Coffee,.boiled* over the 300tons of 
coal ‘which are still burning near the green, was 
served around in pails. At one end of the in:lostre 
arude canvas roof had been tacked on to the fence, 
and covered the more feeble patients, but the rest 
were entirely unsheltered.. In one corner of the 
grounds stood a bier, with the remains of the patient 

ho last died of yellow fever, and the hue of the 
countenances of many of those who lay on the grass, 
gave evidence that the same pestiferous malady at- 
flicted them. Around and about were the trunks and 
chests ef the poor creatures. 

The authoritits at Quarantine; complain of the 
dilatory action of ‘those to whom they applied to 
protect them and the public preperty. Twen- 
ty-five policemen armed, they say, ‘would 
have prevented the conflagration of Thursdey night

The bar-room which has been the headquarters of 
the incendiaries, Buans’ house, near the ferry, was 
filled with people during the day, most of them be- 
longing to the “‘ popular party,” and indulging freely 
in liquor.. No secret was made of the exultation 
which was felt at the success of their efforts the two 
preceding nights. Various vague ruciors were afloat 
during the ‘afternoon, Some said the 7th and 7ist 
Regiments, from New-York, had been ordered to 
Staten Island, “I don’t care .«. d—n,” said Ray 
Tompxins, who was the lion of the tavern, “how 
many men they If they want me, let ’em send 
for me. I'll go.” The project of burnixg the infected 
shipping in the harbor and the houses in the infected 
district of Tomkinsville was a rife topic. The fol- 
lowing reached us last evening :

The steamboat Dr. Kane has just arrived from the 
City, with 100 policemen, anda six-pounder.

Mr. Ds, the second assistant engineer of steamer 
Philadelphia, lies dead of yellow fever, among them. 
He died this morning. Doctors Bisszit°and Waser 
are devoted to the sick, tending and administering to 
their wants constant.y, they themselves being nearly 
exhausted from want of sleep, excitement and ex- 
posure. 

Three sick men from the ship Liberty, from New- 
Orleans, are lying on the pier, there being no shelter 
for them. 

During ‘the day large numbers have visited the 
ruins, from the City. 

The Harbor Police force of the City, num>ering 22 
men, went down to the Island this evening, with 
their boats, there being a rumor that the incendiaries 
of the nights previous intended a demonstration on 
the shipping at anchor. 

The inhabitants of the infected district, that is» 
the neighborhood where Knamun, the German, died, 
‘were notified to remove their effects to-day, as their 
dwellings would be fired to-night. With the pres- 
ent high wind from 8. 8. E., the safety of the village 
will be jeoparded if the threat is executed. 

Dr. Tuompson is here. .He and his assistants are 
doing all in their power to help and proyide for the 
sick, and to reorganize the establishment. It is rain- 
ing hard, and there is no shelter within the walls.

The Man Whe Was Shet at the Quarantine 


Frank Maruews, the stevedore who was shot 
at Quarantine, still remains at the City Hospital, and 
I. W. Hooxar, the surgeon at the Hospital, yesterday 
extracted a slug from one of the dorsal verterbre. A 
portion of the slug presents a convex surface, and the 
Doctor thinks it was a bullet. The verterbre from 
which the ball was extracted is very much shattered. 
The Doctor thinks he will not survive. Maraews is 
a young unmarried man, only 24 years of age, was 
bornisi Holland, and has been a sailor nearly all his 
lifé. He was last employed on the brig Undine, 
which runs between this port and Havana, He has 
been employed at. Quarantine as stevedore six 
weeks. and five days. He says that he and three 
other stevedores were sleeping ina room together: 
when they were awakened about 10 o’clock aad’ told 
that a mob was firing the hospital 
ried out with only his pants and shirt on. He saw a 
man coming around the’ corner of 2 house—what 
hovse it was he don’t remember—having a musket in 
im hig hand. He distinctly recegnized the man as an 
attaché to one of the Hospitals, Ina moment: the 
mat fired at him and ran, and that was the ijast he 
saw of him. He feels positive, in his own mind, that 
the man knew him, and. fired at him purposely. 
Maturws stated the above facts to our reporter. He 
was laboring under the effects of opium at the time, 
Occasionally he would break out in a horrid volley of 
oaths, and then quickly subside into a very docile 
state. He says he has a mother and sister dependent 
upon him, and he is apparently more troubled on 
their account than his own.

Having wasted too much time, yesterday, 
in paddling down the Saranac for deer, we fonad 
we should not have time to reach Big Tuppers 
Lake and pitch our camp before dark, and. coming 
to another clearing we concluded to stop there 
over night, and in the evening g6 after 
deer with “jacks.” A jack consists of 
a box of weod or tin, or a piece of 
spruce box, afoot’ long, closed at ‘the 
endé-and open and flaring in front. This is nailed 
upright on ‘a stick \pf wood some four féet long, 
which is made to up in the bow of the boat. 
Into this box, open in\ front, are placed two or 
three lighted candles. The box is closed at the 
back and sides in order to prevent the light from 
shining on those in the boat, and fling it all for- 
ward over the water and on the shore. The 
hunter sits close behind this,while the guide occu- 
pies the stern and paddles tne boat along 
without lifting the paddle from the wa- 
ter. In this way, you. glide along without 
making any sound. At a little distance one might 
mistake it for Charon’s boat carrying a soul over 
the Styx. H. was to take Cuan.i, and after de- 
ascending the river for a mile, turn off into a pond: 
As we had but two jacks, I told. my Lord High

Soihe 
two. hundred gentlemen, from various parts of 
Pennsylvania, New-York and New-Jersey, have 
just risen from an elegant cold collation, furnished 
by. the liberality of Mr. Cuarnizs Hanrsnoms, 
President of the Quakake, to whom we are also 
indebted for one of the most charming of railroad 
excursions. Among the prominent gentlemen 
present are W. D. Lewis, Esq., of Philadelphia ; 
the Hon. Siuon Cameron, United States Sena- 
tor; the Hon. A. S. Driven, of Elmira, N. Y.; 
Colonel Paxton, of Catawissa ; BE, R. BIppxz, 
Esq., of New-York; J. P. Jacxson, Esq, of 
Newark, Superintendent, of the New-Jersey Rail- 
road ;Morton MoMicuart, Esq., Editor of the 
Philadelphia North’ American ; JOHN TUCKER, 
Eeq., President of the Mahonoy Railroad, &c.

and the Captains of Artillery, on duty, together with 
the Commander of the Fort Monroe Arsenal, the 
“ Staff” of the School. 

(Col. Hanvar Brow) 
took immediate steps to put the School into success- 
ful operation, and now the infant is fairly upon its 
feet.

There has been a good deal of excitement 
lately in Boston, and further Down East, aris- 
ing from a disputed case of champagne. That 
volatile liquid seems to have gone to the 
heads of the disputants, and produced effects 
rather lamentable than unusual with those 
that meddle with it. This is the more to be 
regretted, as it grew out of the system adopt- 
ed in the Bay State for the uéser extiaction of 
all vinous exhilarations. Our readers know, 
perhaps, that by the Liquor law of that State, 
all sales whatever are strictly prohibited, ex- 
cepting under the conditions prescribed by the 
statute. Andthey are these: Taking into 
consideration the often infirmities of the citi- 
zen, and that alcoholic stimulants are fre- 
quently ordered in cages of illness by the phy- 
sicians, or the patients, in order to provide for 
this distress, the Collective Wisdom of Massa- 
chusetts ordained that there should be an 
agent appointed by the constituted authorities 
of every town to sell the good creature within its 
jurisdiction, and that they might have a lawful 
way of coming by their supplies, a grand cen- 
tral agent wasappointed, who was to dispense 
liquor “‘ that was both gound and clear” to 
them, and to them only. Now, it is a painful 
fact in the statistics of disease that complaints 
demanding this particular remedy to medicine

and the demand for the medicament proper- 
tiopably great in that region. So much s0, 
that the Massachusetts Liquor Agency is said 
te be one of the most lucrative offices in the 
United States, and that a couple of years en- 
joyment of the game is enough to enable the 
fortunate holder to ae we @ competent 
estate.

We cannot 
recommend the establishment of such an 
Agency in this State , but should one be thought 
best for the interests of virtue, we would say 

that we shall be most willing to undergo the 
toils and responsibilities of the office, and that 
we shall regard a couple of years’ exercise of 
it a moderate recompense for the various and 
valuable services we have rendered the Em- 
pire State.
